Roanoke, Va.—W. B. Slusser, fed- 
eral prohibition agent for ‘the west- 
ern district of Virginia, sounded a 
warning that ‘‘unless the public soon 
realizes the seriousness of the situa- 
tion and co-operates with us, the 
making of whiskey in this section 
of the state is soon going to get be- 
yond control.” 

Mr. Slusser states that since 
March 1, there had heen enough of 
malt shipped into a certain county 
of this district to make 150,000 gal- 
lons of-corn whiskey, and that i 
this malt has been used, it ould 
take approximately 50,000 bushels 
of meal to go along with it.

DOCTORS FACE LIQUOR RATION 
BY UNITED STATES RULING 


BATHING RESORT FOR 
BALD-HRADED STATESMEN 


Washington—In an effort to de- 
feat the “indiscriminate sale’ of 
liquor on physicians’ prescriptions, 
Commissioner Williams of the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue issued a 
ruling May 28 limiting the number 
of permits allowed each physician to 
100 for each three months, except 
with “good cause’. 

The order makes it obligatory on 
the part of the physicians to show 
where the liquor has gone before 
more prescription blanks will be is- 
sued by the bureau. 

Officials said while expecting a 
“flood of protests’, such an order 
was “clearly within the administra- 
tive provisions of the Volstead act.” 

“We believe that reputable physi- 
cians will not object to advising 
the sovernment of the nature of 
their requirement when more than 
100 permits are needed for three 
months,” Williams said. “Prohibi- 
tion agents, of course, must use 
judgment in issuing new books of 
permits or withholding them. They 
will not refuse to issue them where 
a physician is dealing with an epi- 
demic or where his practice is that 
of a specialist.”

San Luis Obispo Man Files Suit 
“Against Wealthy Financier 


San Luis Obispo — Sensational 
charges were made in a suit filed 
May 25 by Edward Wineman, 
wealthy landowner and financier of 
this city, against Clarence D. Hill- 
man, capitalist of Pasadena and 
owner of the Estrella ranch in this 
county, Kay McKay, D. J. Walsh, 
Arthur C. R. Becker, et al. In the 
complaint Wineman charges that 
Hillman, McKay, Walsh and Becker 
have defrauded him of a mortgage 
on the Estrella ranch secured by a 
$400,000 note of Hillman’s. 

The complaint alleges that on 
March 20, Mr. and Mrs. Wineman 
were in San Francisco, and that they 
were persuaded by Hillman and his 
associates to go with them to Seat- 
tle, Wash., where they were to in- 
vestigate a certain timber tract of 
2,700 acres near Olympia, with the 
object of purchasing it. While they 
were there, it alleges, the defendants 
secured the signature of Mrs. Wine- 
man to a blank form, telling ‘her 
that it was an uncompleted form of 
satisfaction of mortgage and that 
they could not pay. the $400,000 in- 
debtedness to Mr. Wineman unless 
Mrs. Wineman signed the instrument 
and left it with her husband. 

Wineman came to this county, 
where he filed suit to have the 
stapsaction..declared. oul. and...vaid 
and praying the c¢ourt to decree that 
Wineman and his wife are still the 
owners of the Promissory note and 
mortgage. 

With the filing of the complaint a 
restraining order has been issued by 
the Superior Court, hearing on which 
will come up June 1.

ROOST WILL DESTROY MITES 


| Plan Outlined for Completely Clear. 


ing Poultry House of All Thirsty 
Blood-Suckers, : 

One successful way to rid poultry 
houses of mites is to use a roosting 
pole that will harbor them during the 
day, so that it can be soaked with hot 
water to destroy: them. The roost 
shown provides a place on the under- 
side where they may hide. It consists 
of a lath held undér the roost with 
small nails to make the hiding place 
inviting for them. You simply lift 
the roost from the holders, slightly 
loosen the pieces of lath, and pour 
boiling water between the lath and 
the roosts. This will kill all vermin 
and destroy any eggs that may be 
there. The roosts will quickly dry if 


the water is hot. 
In this way a poultry house can be 
completely cleared of all blood-suckers

on the place. The iron ends are cold- 
er than the wood, and the vermin will 
not crawl over them. 

Mites do not attack fowl In the day- 
time, and it is difficult to discover their 
presence. Body lice remain on the 
fowl all the time, and they may be ex- 
terminated in the following way: Hang 
the fowl head downward in a barrel 
and rub a small amount of flouride of 
soda well into the feathers for half 
the length of the fowl. This is a harm- 
less powder and it can be used on 
chicks as well.—George W. Smith, in 
Popular Science Monthly.

Vast Coal and Iron Re- 
sources of New South 


Wales. 


New South Wales has large de- 
posits of iron ore (53,000,000 tons 
awaiting treatment) in close prox- 
imity to vast beds of a superior coal. 
Both classes of deposits are being 
worked more extensively each year. 
In 1917 the coal mined amounted 
to 8,292,867 tons, of which 5,000,- 
000 tons were used within the State 
—almost exclusively for industrial 
pifrposes, as the mild climate of Aus- 
tralia requires very little fuel to be 
employed for the heating of build- 
ings. 

The coal beds of New South Wales 
cover about 16,560 square miles— 
in three districts: Northern, South- 
ern and Western. The main lines 
of railways pass through the districte 
where the deposits are most easily 
worked. Newcastle, famous through- 
out the world, is a port near Sydney, 
and at the heart of the Northern 
coal district, which furnishes sixty- 
five per cent of the coal that is 
mined in the State. Two hundred 
and forty-four million tons of coal, 
valued at $480,000,000, have been 
mined to date in New South Wales. 
It is conservatively estimated that 
there are over 115,300,000 tons of 
coal still available to be mined in 
New South Wales. This represonts 
an asset to the State of New South 
Wales of over $175,000,000,000.

BEST CROPS FOR 
SPRING GREENS 


Spinach Is Most Excellent and 
Should Be Found in Every 
Home Garden, 


RICH LOAM MOST ESSENTIAL 


One of Good Points About Swiss 
Chard Is That Leaves May Be 
Cut Without Injuring Plant—_ 
Dandelion and Kale Are Good. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Spinach is one of the best crops 
grown for greens and should be found 
in every home garden. In the North 
it may be planted in early spring, or 
it can be planted in the autumn and 
carried over winter by mulching with 
straw or leaves. Sow the seeds of 
spinach in drills 1 foot apart at the 
rate of 1 ounce to 100 feet of row or 
10 to 12 pounds to the acre. To pro- 
duce good spinach, a rich loam which 
will give the plants a quick growth 
is required. As ordinarily grown, 
spinach occuples the land during the 
autumn and winter only and does not 
interfere with summer cultivation. 

Spinach fs an easily grown -garden 
crop, and there ts, perhaps, no other 
of its kind that will give as good sat- 
isfaction. Three or four ounces of 
seed planted in the autumn after a 
summer crop has been harvested from 
the land, wfll produce an abundance 
of greens for the average family dur- 
ing the late autumn and early spring. 
In gathering spinach, the entire plant 
is removed and not the leaves. The 
larger plants are selected first, and 
the smaller or later ones are thus 
given room to develop. No thinning 
is required If this plan of harvest- 
ing !s practiced. 

The Savoy ts the varlety most com- 
monly grown. 

Chard. 

Chard, or Swiss chard, ts ‘a beet 
which ts grown for its follage instead 
of its root. The leaves are cooked 
and used in very much the same way 
as asparagus. One of the good points 
about this vegetable is that crop after 
crop of leaves may be cut without tn-. 
juring the plant. 

Chard is planted about the same 
time and in the same manner as beets, 
but as the top grows larger it should 
be given more space than the garden 
beet. The edible part of this plant is 
the root, which somewhat resembles 
the carrot and is used tn the same 
manner. The leaves are used the same 
as parsley for garnishing and in fla- 
voring soups. 

New Zeaiand Spinach. 

The plant known as New Zealand 
spinach is not a true spinach but 
grows much larger and should be 
planted in rows 8 feet apart, with 
the plants 12 to 18 inches apart in the 
row. Some difficulty may be experi- 
enced in getting the seeds to ger- 
minate, and they should be soaked one 
or two hours in hot water before plant-

ing. New, Zealand spinach its satis. 
factory for growing tn warm climates. 
as it withstands heat better than the 
ordinary spinach. The fleshy leaves 
and tender stems are cooked the same 
as spinach. 

Dandelion. 

Sow the seed of dandelion in spring 
in drills 18 inches apart, covering it 
one-half inch deep. Thin the plants 
to about 12 inches apart and give 


good clean cultivation throughout the. 


Summer, In the colder parts of the 
country it may be desirable to mulch 
slightly during the winter, to: prevent 
the plants heaving out of the soil. 
Early the following spring the plants 
will be ready for use as greens, but 
they are greatly improved if blanched 
by setting two boards in the form of 
an ‘Inverted V over the row. The 
blanching not only makes the leaves 
tender but destroys a part of the bit- 
ter taste. Dandelion greens should 
be boiled in two waters to remove the 
bitterness. 

There are a large number of forms 
of kale, and these are thought by 
some to' be the original type of the cab- 
bage.- Kale does not form a head, and 
has convoluted leaves and thick stems. 
It may be set in rows and cultivated 
the same as cabbage or may be sown 
broadcast, but may be set somewhat 
closer. This crop {s very hardy and 
will live through the winter in the 
open ground in localities where freez- 
ing is not too severe. The flavor of 
kale is improved by frost.
